Lightning Starts Fire 


A tree that had been struck by lightning during the thun- 
derstorm that passed over Crawford County Sunday, July 10, 
smoldered for hours, and then ignited Monday afternoon and 
burned four acres of woodland. 

Duane Brooks, DNR fire officer, reported that the fire, 
located on Stephan Bridge Road, 2% miles south of M-72 East 
temporarily threatened several structures; however, fire 
fighters were able to quickly bring the blaze under control 
and avert additional losses. 

DNR and Grayling City and Township Fire Departments 
were dispatched at approximately 1:00 p.m. 


Firecrackers May Have Started 
Beaver Creek Roadside Fires 


Five ground fires with no explainable cause have ignited 
along the roadsides in Beaver Creek Township in the past two 
weeks. 

Ed Holtcamp, Fire Chief for the Beaver Creek Fire 
Department, stated that township firemen extinguished 
three fires, and residents who were driving and spotted the 
other two, extinguished them while they were still small. 

Holtcamp said that he has received several reports of 
firecrackers being thrown out the windows of moving 
vehicles. “This action is inconsistent with good common 
sense,” stated Holtcamp. ‘‘With conditions as dry as they 
are, as well as considering that the use of fireworks are ille- 
gal in the State of Michigan, these individuals are clearly not 


thinking of the costly ramifications of their thoughtlessness.”’ 


Beaver Creek firemen were dispatched four times be- 
tween,friday, July 8, and Monday, July 10. The department 
extinguished two grourid fires; remoyved'a'tiee that had fallen 
over a power line, and assisted with a systems fire at the 
Weyerhaeuser Plant. —

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Murder Suspect 
Remains At Large, 
Considered Dangerous 


An open murder warrant has been issued 
by the Crawford County Sheriff Department 
for Laverne William Hoy in connection with 
the death of Jean Audrey Love, a Grayling 
woman. 

Sheriff Department officials reported that 
they received a call on Wednesday, July 6, 
at 2:55 p.m., stating that a customer and a 
Stroh’s delivery man found a woman down 
at the Hard Times Saloon, located on M-72 
East and Wakeley Bridge Road. Upon in- 
vestigation Sheriff’s deputies found the body 
of 34 year old Jean Audrey Love inside the 
Hard Times. A spokesperson for the 
Sheriff’s Department stated that the victim 
had been beaten to death with a device used 
asa club. 


Personnel from the Grayling based Mich- 
igan State Police crime laboratory were 
called to aid in the investigation. 

The Sheriff’s Department estimates that 
the incident occurred between 2:00 p.m. and 
2:50 p.m. They reported that approximately 
$290.00 was missing from the bar.

AuSable Marathon’s *26,000 Purse Attracts Top Racers 


With this year’s Budweiser AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon fast approaching on 
Friday, July 29, this year’s field may be 
among the best ever. Among those rumored 
to be considering a try for this year’s $4,000 
first place prize are last year’s winner Brett 
Stockton of Grayling and Serge Corbin of 
Shawinigan, Quebec. 

Stockton has now won five Marathons, 
with three consecutive wins, and may be 
moving towards a challenge of the record 
five consecutive Marathon wins racked up 
by Butch Stockton, of Higgins Lake, Brett’s 
uncle. Corbin is considered by many to be 
the top canoe racer in North America . 


They may be challenged by Bruce Barton 
of Homer, Michigan and Solomon Carriere 
of Cumberland House, Saskatchewan. 
Barton and Carriere won the Shawinigan, 
Quebec ‘‘Le Classique” race last fall, 
beating Corbin on his home turf - an unusual 
accomplishment indeed! ‘‘Le Classique”’ is 
Canada’s premier canoe racing event. 

Last year’s $25,000 purse attracted the

The public is cautioned by the Sheriff’s 
Department that Hoy is considered danger- 
ous and may be armed.

He said 
that the housing vouchers would be awarded 
to qualified individuals on a ous come”’ 
basis, 


The Section 8 program provides 25 
housing unit vouchers to assist low-income 
residents with rent payments. This program 
makes up the difference between what low- 
income and very low-income residents can 
afford and the fair market rent for adequate 
housing units. 

Quigley stated that Section 8 vouchers 
may be applied for by senior citizens and 
families who meet very low-income stan- 
dards for their geographical location. The 
program is available to any qualified appli-

Dial-A-Ride Leads 
State In Ridership 


In this article, the second of a four-part 
series on the Crawford County Dial-A-Ride 
system, attention will be focused on: (1) 
ridership; (2) the system’s safety record; 
and (3) areas in which the system needs to 
make improvements. 

CCTA ridership levels, on a per capita 
basis, are the absolute highest in the state. 
At the end of the last fiscal year the CCTA 
had carried 128,319 passengers. Based on 
the county’s population, recorded at 9,465, 
the passenger/population ration was 13.56. 
CCTA director Dave Frederick noted that 
no other Michigan dial-a-ride system, rural 
or urban, had a passenger to population 
ratio even half as high as the CCTA’s. In- 
terestingly, two adjacent counties, Otsego 
and Roscommon, are ranked second and

fourth respective to state wide passenger to 
population ratios. The corresponding ratios 
for the two counties are: Roscommon - 6.36 
and Otsego - 6.24. 

Referring to safety issues, Frederick 
stated that the system has been involved in 
only one personal injury accident in eleven 
and one half years of operations covering 
over 4,000,000 vehicles miles. And while this 
may seem to be an excellent safety record, 
safety related issues require constant atten- 
tion if that record is to be maintained or im- 
proved upon. In this regard Mr. Bill Wor- 
den, the CCTA operations supervisor, is 


‘directly responsible for overseeing the 


training of new drivers in safe and efficient 
operating procedures. 

The training process for newly hired bus 
operators goes through no less than four 
distinct phases prior to their becoming 
qualified bus cperators. In the first phase 
new hires work directly with Worden 
respective to acquiring specific information 
required. State prepared printed materials 
and video tapes provide an excellent means 
for teaching safe operating procedures in 
this early stage of the training process. 

The second phase of the new hire’s 
training finds them riding with experienced 
drivers. This phase can last up to two weeks 
during which time the trainee learns by ob- 
serving experienced drivers, begins to get 
some experience respective to radio 
operations, and receives his first hands on 
experience recording the information 
required in the driver’s log. In the third 
phase of training trainees drive under the 
direct supervision of experienced drivers. 
During this portion of training the en- 
couragement, information, and coaching 
provided by experienced drivers, as well as 
dispatchers, provide trainees the oppor- 
tunity to benefit from years of practical ex- 
perience. 

The final phase of the new driver’s formal 


‘training finds the trainee again working 


with Worden. Worden attempts to evaluate 
if the training process has left this in- 


dividual ready, as well as able, to assume 


the responsibility of transporting passen- 


gers. When Worden is satisfied that the in-

an agency which was early in recognizing 
the need for recurrent training among 
professional drivers, has been particularly 
active in promoting recurrent driver 
education for law enforcement officers. 
Their efforts, which are under review by the 
dividual’s level of competence allows the 
system to entrust the trainee with that re- 
sponsibility, the system then has a new bus: 
operator who is operationally qualified. 

Frederick noted that the ‘formal training 
process’ having what can be regarded as a 
conclusion is a shortcoming that the CCTA 
must work toward overcoming in the future. 
Driver education is a continuing process 
which should never be thought of as 
finished - 

In this regard work already underway for 
other agencies is expected to be of assistan- 
ce. For example, the Michigan State Police, 


Michigan Department of Transportation, 
are expected to result in quality instruc- 
tional materials being specifically 
developed for small bus applications. It is 
the CCTA’s intent to put such materials to 
use as they become available. 

Frederick concluded by noting that the 
recent school bus accident in Kentucky 
which resulted in the death of twenty-eight 
children has prompted the CCTA’s taking a 
hard look at its own equipment for safety 
deficiencies. 

As a result of that review, four potential 
areas of deficiency were cited and forward- 
ed to the Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation for further evaluation. On July 7, 
1988 the Michigan Department of Transpor- 
tation informed Frederick that it concurs 
with the CCTA’s assessment on three of the 
four areas cited. Those deficiencies will be 
corrected on all CCTA vehicles at the State’s 
manufacturer’s expense.

cant as long as the apartment or house is lo- 
cated within a 30 mile radius of the Grayling 
Housing Commission. This includes all of 
Crawford County, and portions of Otsego, 
Roscommon, Kalkaska, and Missaukee 
Counties. 


Income guidelines which determine very 

low-income eligibility are posted in the 
Grayling Housing Commission office at 308 
Lawndale Street. 

Senior citizen guidelines include anyone 
62 years of age and older, or disabled and 
unable to work, who meet the very low- 
income eligibility standards. 

Section 8 applications must be completed 
even if a previous application has been 
submitted with the Grayling Housing Com- 
mission. Applications from individuals who 
have filed previously with the housing 
commission will be back-dated to the date of 
their first applications, and will not effect 
previously submitted applications for public 
housing. 

Quigley explained that the Section 8 


... about your 


program will assist those who have apart- 
ments or homes that they are renting as 
long as the dwelling meets their needs 
adequately, meets federal specifications, 
and if their landlords agree lo sign a con- 
tract with the Grayling Housing Com- 
mission to enroll in the Section 8 housing 
program. 

Those individuals without housing or in 
sub-standard housing need to apply to the 
Grayling Housing Commission. If their ap- 
plications are approved they will have to 
find an apartment or house that qualifies 
under the Section 8 program. 

Individuals who are granted a voucher 
have 60 days to find a dwelling or have a 
voucher agreement executed, or they will 
lose the voucher certificate, and it will be 
awarded to the next person on the Section 8 
waiting list. 

Currently the Grayling Housing Com- 
mission is waiting for funds to be trans- 
ferred and the administrative package to 
be approved. Quigley said that he expects to 
be able to begin signing contracts with ap- 
plicants and landlords by August 8th.

Northern Views

One of the best quotes ever published in 
the C.C. Avalanche came in 1985 from 4-time 
AuSable Marathon winner Irvin ‘Buzz’ 
Peterson. 

When asked why he was returning to race 
in the marathon, Peterson, who was at least 
61 years old at the time (he refused to reveal 
his age) said this about the AuSable race: 

“J was a little bit goofy in the head when I 
agreed to come,” the Coon Rapids, Minne- 
sota, resident joked. ‘“‘But this race is some- 
thing that is hard to get out of your system.” 

Peterson finished the race in a little over 
17 hours in 1985 and he wasn’t even close to 
being the oldest paddler to finish the mara- 
thon. “Bronco” Bill Brousseau, at age 72, 
set that record in 1949. 

Former Grayling resident Jack Kolka has 
raced in 22 AuSable marathons — more than 
any other person. He tried to explain it by 
simply saying, ‘‘This race gets in your 
blood.” 

What’s so compellingabout the AuSable 
marathon? There are many unique features 
about the race but first, and foremost, it has 
to rank among the toughest athletic events 
in the world. Racers paddle from Grayling 
to Oscoda 14 to 18 hours straight — more 
time than is required for the Ironman Tri- 
athlon. Their paddling effort of 60-strokes-a- 
minute average is compared to throwing a 
shovel full of dirt over your shoulder from 
sunrise to sunset. If the paddling isn’t 
enough, there are six portages racers must 
carry their canoes over — sometimes up 
and down steep hills. More than once, mara- 
thoners have fallen flat on their face on 
portages, 


NOW THAT the United States has observed 
its 212th birthday, the thought occurs that as 
a nation we really don’t pay much attention 
to our heritage as a free nation. 

In short, we seem to observe the Fourth of 
July merely as a summer holiday, pretty 
much neglecting its origins. The Indepen- 
dance Day holiday, after all, was designed 
to mark our declaration of freedom back in 
1776. 

So what happens around America on July 
4 these days? 


* * * 

HERE AND THERE, some communities have 
parades, which usually feature a handful of 
veterans and bands and horses and old cars 
and usually lots of flags. 

Communities tend toward carnivais and 
festivals for Independence Day observance, 
with emphasis on recreation and hardly a 
mention of patriotism. 

And of course, there are fireworks... 
usually lots of fireworks, with smoke and 
fire and noise; but fireworks glorify battle, 
not freedom. 

Then there are ball games, or softball 
tournaments, or golf outings, or fishing der- 
bies, or stock car races, or other forms of 
rather mild athletic competition. 

Much of the July 4 emphasis is on family 
gatherings. Grandma and Grandpa, or Mom 
and Dad, or Uncle Jake, get out the grill, 
and put on the hamburgs and hotdogs, and 
the family gathers to eat and visit and grow 
a bit closer. 


* * * 

DO WE neglect patriotism? Are we ig- 
noring the real meaning of Independence 
Day? Is the observance of July 4 deterior- 
ating from what it was in the good old days? 

Well, maybe. But if so, what’s wrong with 
that? 

My memory of July 4 goes back about a 
half-century now, which is about one- 
quarter of our nation’s existence. I don’t re- 
call things being much different today than 
they always have been. 

America means freedom, and that in- 
cludes freedom to observe our nation’s 
birthday in ways which we find pleasant and 
personally meaningful. That’s what most of 
us do on the Fourth of July, and that’s the 
way it should be. |

He’s 
been instrumental obtaining beiter tele- 
vision coverage of the race including a seg- 
ment shown on PM Magazine. He sends out 
news releases that led to stories in the 
Detroit dailies and other downstate news- 
papers. Last year he helped write an article 
highlighting the marathon in Canoe Maga- 
zine, a national publication. And Southard 
has led the drive to increase prize money to 
attract more top paddlers. Last year the 
marathon offered a record $25,000 — the 
largest canoe marathon purseintheU.S. _ 

With fans and racers like these, a special 
event has turned into something even bet- 
ter. If you haven’t followed an AuSable 
marathon yet, you’re missing out.

FRONT LINE JOURNALISM — In many 
ways, journalists can be considered as front 
line participants in the continuing quest for 
worldwide freedom. 

A sobering statistic for those in our pro- 
fession reveals that 26 journalists were kill- 
ed in the line of duty around the world in 
1987. This statistic should be just as sobering 
for serious observers of world affairs as 
well, 

The figures were compiled by the Com- 
mittee to Protect Journalists, which is a 
non-profit, non-partisan America-based or- 
ganization dedicated to defend the rights of 
journalists worldwide. 

Several other abuses of the fight for infor- 
mation in 1987 were cited by the committee, 
including these: 59 journalists were assault- 
ed in the line of duty. More than 180 journal- 
ists were arrested. Eleven were forced to 
leave their own countries under threat, 32 
journalists were expelled from countries 
where they were working. 

Around the worid, freedom for people and 
freedom of the press go hand in hand. 
People cannot be free unless they have 
ready access to dependable information, 
and that’s the essence of press freedom. 

It’s no coincidence that the two institu- 
tions — a free people and a free press — 
have flourished side by side in the United 
States.

Governor James Blanchard, Attorney 
General Frank Kelley and Natural Re- 
sources Director David Hales have an- 
nounced the state will take ‘‘appropriate”’ 
legal action to prevent any unauthorized 
diversion of Lake Michigan waters. 

The announcement came after Illinois 
Governor James Thompson asked the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers to begin diverting 
water from Lake Michigan on an emer- 
gency basis. 

The Corps informed Great Lakes gover- 
nors of the request and they were in the 
process of determining its legal authority to 
divert water from the lake. A spokesman 


* said a decision is not imminent. 


Kelley said a U.S. Supreme Court order 
completely bars the diversion proposal. 

He said the judicial decrees and orders 
entered by the nation’s highest court in a 
series of lawsuits, commonly referred to as 
“Phe Chicago Diversion Case,”’ limits I]li- 
nois diversion of Lake Michigan water to 
3,200 cubic feet per second. 

He also cited a 1986 federal statute pro- 
hibiting diversion of waters from the Great 
Lakes outside the Great Lakes basin unless 
the diversion is approved by the governor of 
each of the Great Lakes states, 

“If officials of the State of Nlinois make 
any attempt to surreptitiously divert the 
waters of Lake Michigan, in direct defiance 
of the orders of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, I am ready to take appro- 
priate legal action,’ Kelley said.

Hales said the state remains opposed to 
any diversion of Great Lakes waters. He 
added that no one has demonstrated any 
connection between the action proposed by 
Thompson and solving any of the problems

The Michigan United Conservation Clubs 
also had opposed diversion, saving it would 
have widespread impact on the economy of 
the regicn and on the ‘‘delicate ecosystems 
of the Great Lakes Basin. 


Youth Corps Applicants Double 
Number of Available Jobs 


Labor Director Wlizabeth Howe has re- 
ported more than 29,600 unemployed youth 
have applied for 15,000 jobs with the 1988 
Michigan Youth Corps. 

In Detroit, 9,291 youths applied for 3,643 
jobs. In the greater Flint area, applicants 
totaled 4,093 for 1,072 jobs. The central Up- 
per Peninsula has five times as many appli- 
cants as jobs with 1,202 youths applying for 
244 jobs. The Bay-Midland-Saginaw area 
reports 2,228 applicants for 782 jobs. 

Howe announced the number of appli- 
cants and jobs available to make a pitch for 
increased funding for the 1989 program. - 

Current-year funding of $20 million will 
provide minimum wage jobs for 15,000 
youths in the 18-21 age group. Last summer, 
$27.3 million was allocated for the program 
when 22,000 youths were employed. The 
governor has requested $25 million in fiscal

Palmer Weighs Baseball Options 


Jeff Palmer, a 1988 grad- 
uate of Grayling High 
School, has a very important 
decision to make and only 
two weeks left to make it. 

Five universities including 
Iowa State, Arizona State, 
Michigan State, Ferris 
State, and the University of 
Michigan and one junior col- 
lege, Mucustatine Jr. Col- 
lege (Iowa), have offered 
Palmer baseball  scholar- 
ships to their institutions. 

Representatives from the

curious because of the extremely low water 
levels being reported on some streams,”’ 
Southard said. 

He points out that low water conditions 
occur each summer, but that so far the 
canoeing conditions on the AuSable Main- 
stream have not been adversely affected. 
Southard went on to say, ‘‘I think the best 
gauge of canoeing conditions is customer 
satisfaction and we have yet to hear any 
customer complaints!’ He continued, ‘‘] 
was asking customers about their trip as 
they returned this past Thursday and there 
were no problems reported; our guests were 
quite pleased with their day on the river.” 

The U.S. Geological Survey (U.S.G.S.) 
periodically measures river depth and flow 
for purposes of historical reporting. One of 
their measuring stations is located near 
Ray’s Canoe Livery in Grayling, where 
measurements were taken last week. The 
U.S.G.S. found that the current level of the 
AuSable River in Grayling is very close to 
the level of late July or early August, 1987. 
The river is still four to five inches above the 
record all-time low, recorded in 1946. A 
heavy rain Sunday is expected to help raise 
water levels. 


Thurs., July 14, 1988 


While many rivers throughout the Mid- 
west and in the State of Michigan felt the full 
effects of the drought, the mainstream of 
the AuSable River, in Grayling, just keeps 
rolling along. While low water conditions 
have limited or eliminated canoeing on 
some rivers, the canoeing is still fine in 
Grayling. 


The AuSable Mainstream is a spring-fed 
river which originates north of Grayling. 
Because it is spring-fed, it is not subject to 
the flucuations of run-off streams that rise 
and fall with the rains. During dry condi- 
tions water continues to enter the river from 
underground and flowing springs, easing 
the drought’s impact. During rainy condi- 
tions much of the water soaks into the 
water-bearing sand that covers most of the 
area around Grayling and moves slowly un- 
derground, entering the river through the 
flowing springs. 

Steve Southard, of Ray’s Canoe Livery in 
Grayling, reports that canoeing on the Au- 
Sable Mainstream is still very good. ‘‘We 
are receiving a lot of inquiries about water 
levels and, though our water levels are O.K., 
many potential canoeists are hesitant or

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Thayer is Winner at Detroit Racing Course

If and when PASS, Michigan’s cable 
sports channel, comes to Crawford County, 
local residents will be able to watch Gray- 
ling’s own Damon Thayer hosting ‘“Track- 
side at Ladbroke DRC” every Friday and 
Saturday evening during the summer. 

Thaver, who will be a senior ‘at Michigan 
State University this fall, has been employ- 
ed by the Ladbroke Detroit Race Course for 
the past four summers as a publicity assis- 
tant. His job includes writing and speaking 
assignments for all media, but perhaps 
inost interesting is his position as week-end 
host of Ladbroke’s televised track talk pro- 
pram, 

lor each one-hour show, Thayer prepares 
for five or six hours. The first thing he does 
is familiarize himself with the horses and 
jockeys who will be racing. The day before, 
he uses the daily racing form to determine 


the three leading contenders fer each race | 


and then writes a few sentences on each one. 
“Usually it’s pretty obvious which ones to 
talk about,” he says. ‘‘And ence in a while 
Vil throw in a long shot for good measure. 
That way U’m not too predictable.”’ 

Thayer writes his Friday script during 
“The Cosby Show” and usually preps for 
Saturday while watching ‘Miami Vice.” 


“Once I figure out the horses, it’s easy to 
chart them because they race every two to 
three weeks, His goal is to analyze — not 
handicap — the race. ‘If there’s a story be- 
hind a horse, if it’s interesting to hear about, 
I’m going to plug it.” 

On the day of the broadcast he spends two 
to three hours taping the pre- and post-game 
analyses and the voice-overs to be edited in 
during the races. A typical day at the DRC 
includes twelve different races and Thayer 
must cover all of them in his program. 

Since the show is taped, he can retape if he 
makes mistakes. ‘Something in my sub- 
conscious tells me it’s not live, though I 
don’t like to make mistakes. I have other 
things to do and the video crew has other 
things, too.’’ He admits, though, that some- 
times ‘‘I’ll go through a 1-1/2 minute spiel 


and screw up at the end and have to do it 
over again. That’s frustrating. Usually it’s 
the on-camera ad-lib part I mess up on.”’ 


After he finishes, the show tape goes lo 
editor Ken Kay who edits the pre-race 
analysis onto the race itself. Then Thayer is 
back in the studio to do 45-second post-race 
voiceovers. After a final editing, they send 
the tape to PASS by courier for broadcast 
later in the evening. ‘Trackside” is sched- 
uled to air between 9:00 and 11:00 p.m., fol- 
lowing the main sporting event. 

Normally Thayer divides his taping into 
two sections, and sometimes he saves his 
script writing for the final six races for the 
morning they take place. At 10:30 he’s done 
taping the first six; then he must write his 
scripts for the last half and get back to the 
taping studio by 11:00 or 11:15. ‘That's 
when the pressure is on.”” He must get done 
with his show so that O'Dell Video can prep 
their equipment for the races at 1:00 p.m. 


LIVE TV PRESSURE 


Thayer says that doing this show has 
given him great respect for those who do 
live television. He had an opportunity this 
spring to co-host a live 30-minute Kentucky 
Derby preview on the DRC in-house channel 
with Bob Raymond, the track publicity 
director. 


As Thayer and Raymond each analyzed 
four different Derby entries, they endured a 
faulty microphone and made jokes when 
they twisted words. Their descriptions of 
Winning Colors, for example, came out as 
“spilly feedy” instead of ‘speedy filly.”’ In 
Spite of the pressure, though, he says that he 
likes live TV. ‘In the back of your head 
you're saying you can’t make mistakes.” 


After Thayer introduces the horses, the 
camera cuts to a graphic, during which time 
he can look at his script. “It’s very im- 
portant to get the facts and numbers right.” 
This is the only time during the show that he 
does not ad lib.

GHS THEATRE HELPED 


What did Thayer do to prepare himself to 
be a television sports commentator? He 
says that his high school theatre experience 
helped him learn to react to people and they 
to him. His stint at Grayling’s WQON gave 
him a feel for his own voice, timing and in- 
flection. And his freshman public speaking 
‘class at MSU, which developed into a teach- 
ing assistant position his sophomore and 
junior years, taught him more and more 
about how people respond and act. 

But actually having no formal training in 
how to behave in front of a TV camera did 
not dissuade him from giving television a 
go. ‘I'll take trial and error any day over a 
class,’’ he asserts. 


On his first broadcast, he looked at the 
black lens and said, ‘I’m getting no re- 
action.”” But his radio background helped 
him: “On radio, I though of the mike as an 
audience. I had to visualize people listening. 
After a while, I visualized the black camera 
lens as my audience.”’ 

He is still working on developing a tele- 
vision presence and sense of poise. But most 
of his ability has come naturally. “I don’t 
think a good TV appearance is taught. I 
think I’m blessed to be able to do this.” 


Although Thayer describes the PASS 
show as a small part of his overall job, he 
admits that it is a very important one. “‘I 
feel like I’m a part of something big and I 
can make the viewers feel that way, too.” 
He credits Raymond, his boss, with knowing 
when he was ready to go on the air. ““He 
gives me just enough direction, but he has 
enough confidence in my abilities so I can do 
a lot on my own.” 

Another segment of his job. is to host the 
Saturday morning ‘Breakfast Club at Lad- 
broke DRC,” from 8:30 to 10:00. While 
guests eat breakfast at trackside, Thayer 
provides commentary on the day’s races, 
clocks horses’ work-out times and hosts 
guests from the racing world. He describes 
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his position as ‘‘a Phil Donahue role: He 
sits on a stage with directors’ chairs, begins 
interviews with his guests: and fields 
audience questions. Then he hurries off to 
tape his TV show. 


Another responsibility is the publication 
of the annua! media guides and yearbooks, 
which Thayer has worked on since coming 
to the DRC. In 1986 and ‘87, he did the media 
guides for the Michigan Mile Race, all under 
ithe direction of Raymond. But Thayer re- 
searched, designed and wrote this season’s 
“Ladbroke DRC Media Guide and Year- 
book,’’ a full color, glossy, 42-page book 
which reflects his attention to detail and 
love for racing. He describes the ‘88 guide- 
book as his biggest accomplishment yet at 
the track. 


STARTED AFTER GRADUATION 


Thayer has always greeted challenges 
with enthusiasm and this job is no excep- 
tion. “It gets better every year,” he attests. 
He started work at the DRC three days after 
his 1985 graduation as salutatorian from 
GH. Two friends in the racing business, 
Mike and Patty Vance, suggested that his 
early background in writing and radio 
might enable him to get a job when the DRC 
was purchased by Ladbroke. 

He thinks that recommendations from two 
other friends, Dr. David Forbush, track 
veterinarian, and Larry Smith, presently 
the state track steward, helped his cause. 
He also appreciates the fact that his par- 
ents, Dan and Sue Thayer, of Grayling, 
trusted him enough to allow him to move to 
Detroit right after graduation. 

He says his job at DRC is probably the 
greatest thing that’s ever happened to him. 
“How many people get to combine their 
career interest, communications, with their 
hobby, horse racing? I’m very, very for- 
tunate."’ 

He’s also very young, yet very convincing 
when he says, ‘‘I do know that I’ve found my 
niche in racing. I will make it big. Someday, 
the racing industry will know who Damon 
Thayer is. I won’t have it any other way.”

Over the years when cooking for a family, 
quantity cooking is not a problem, but when 
the family dwindles down to one or two, we 
can’t fix pot roasts and huge meatloaves 
without being stuck with a lot of leftovers. 
But a little imagination can produce some 
very appetizing foods. For example, one 
chicken breast, boned, skinned, and sauteed 
only until the meat turns white, can be 
wrapped in a sheet of puff pastry which has 
been cut in half (saving the other sheet for 
another use). Puree a little mushroom, 
celery, and onion, season with your favorite 
herb, and spread on top of chicken. Fold 
over pastry and bake according to package 
directions, about 30 minutes. 

With the chicken, serve wild rice almon- 
dine and pureed carrots. Prepare one pack- 
age (6 oz.) long grain and wild rice ac- 
cording to package instructions. While rice 
is cooking, saute 1/2 cup slivered almonds 
and 1/4 cup chopped celery in 2 tablespoons 
butter. Add to cooked rice, along with 1/4 
cup parmesan cheese. This will make about 
4 servings, but reheats nicely in the micro- 
wave. 


For carrot puree, cook one pound carrots, 
cut up, in 1/2 cup water until tender. Puree 
carrots and cooking liquid in blender. Add 2 
tablespoons orange-flavored liqueur, dash 
of salt and pepper and 1/2 teaspoon nutmeg 
or oregano, your choice. Process to blend. 
Pour into lightly greased one quart dish and 
bake 20 minutes at 350° or microwave, 
covered, for 2 to 3 minutes until heated. 
Again, this will serve four but reheats 
easily. 


Mushroom patties will go well with any 
kind of meat. Drain and chop a 4 ounce jar of 
mushrooms. Combine with 1 beaten egg and 
1/2 cup quick oats. Form into 4 patties and 
fry until golden brown on both sides. You 
might want to start your meal with soup.

Cut apples into eighths. Place in mico- 
wave dish. Combine honey, orange juice, 
spices and raisins. Spoon over apples and 
dot with butter. Cover and cook on high 
power 3 minutes. Toss slices to thoroughly 
coat with sauce and cook an additional two 
minutes, or until tender. Let stand 15 
minutes. Spoon over ice cream while still 
warm. 


Fresh walleye filets make for great eat- 
ing. While the cost per-pound seems to be 
prohibitive, the cost per-serving is reason- 
able compared to eating in a restaurant. 
Dredge two filets in flour seasoned with salt 
and pepper and saute them in 2 tbsp. butter 
and 1 tbsp. olive oil until golden brown on 
both sides. Watch carefully, since filets cook 
quickly. When done, remove to plates, add 1 
tbsp. lemon juice to skillet and scrape up the 
brown bits from the pan. Add 1 thsp. chop- 
ped fresh parsley and pour over the filets.

Again this year, strict 
rules apply to baiting of 
bears. No bait station is to be 
established prior to August 
27 or tended after October 31 
in Zone I. In Zone U1, the 
dates are September 2 and 
October 13. It is unlawful to 
hunt over illegal bait. An ille- 
gal bait is one that attracts 
bears prior to the dates men- 
tioned above, is not placed 
on the ground, or contains 
any plastic, wood, paper, 
glass or metal. Any contain- 
ers used to transport bait to 
the site must be removed 
and disposed of properly. 

It is anticipated that con- 
centrated enforcement ef- 
forts will be made to control 
trespass by dogs and hunt- 
ers, unlawful baiting prac- 
tices and other violations of

ward to the completion of the 
first phase of the group’s 
beautification project, 
scheduled for before the 
Milltown Festival at the end 
of July. Located on the south 
side of Michigan Avenue be- 
tween Peninsular Street and 
the I-75 Business Loop, the 
spot will have a gazebo, 
benches, brick-look walkway 
and professional _land- 
scaping. 

At the center of the CSIP’s 
project, a white wooden Vic- 
torian gazebo, which will be 
lit up every evening, will be 
built. In the interior will be 
an 8-sided kiosk, with infor- 
mation about the county, in- 
cluding lodging, restaurants, 
shopping, camping, fun 
activities and evening enter- 
tainment. Businesses — will 
pay to be included, so the in- 
formation stand will 
ultimately pay for the spot. 

Victorian-style | benches 
with wrought-iron sides and 
oak seats and backs will be 
placed around the outside of 
the gazebo. 

The project began one Sun- 
day in May when Dickinson - 
with the help of Boy Scout 
advisor Clyde Johnson and 
members of Troop #977, 
sponsored by the Roscom- 
mon Knights of Columbus, 
and several employees from 
Ray’s Canoe Livery - shovel- 
ed dirt and dug areas for the 
walkways. 

The walks were made 
from poured concrete dyed 
deep red, then swept with a 
broom for texture and finally 
set in a herringbone pattern 
with a 4x2-foot device which 
Dickinson constructed. 


NEED SOME HELP? 


He was working alone one 
day when he says he heard a 
voice from the apartment 
above Art’s Lock and Safe 


Service saying, ‘‘Need some 
help?” The day was hot, 
some of his concrete was set- 
ting before he could set the 
pattern, and he appreciates 
the two days of assistance he 
got from Christian Rideout 
and Obe Lowry, two mission- 
aries living temporarily in 
Grayling. 

The rest of the spot is land- 
scaped. Ron Gabalis, of Five 
Oaks Nursery and Land- 
scaping, provided shrubs 
and trees at cost (except for 
a lone pine tree which was 
already on the site), planted 
grass seed, installed auto- 
matic sprinklers and added 
some decorative stones and 
-wood chips. Treated lumber, 
donated by AJD Forest 
Products, was used by Dick- 
inson to make the edging and 
planter boxes. The lot itself 
is owned by Emil Kraus, who 
donated the use of the area 
until a building is construct- 
ed on the site. 


Is Dickinson worried about 
vandalism? No, he thinks 
that people will have respect 
for the project if it is done 
with quality. He says he has 
never had a community 
project vandalized in the 15 
years he has been doing 
them. 

How did the CSIP come up 
with the idea for this phase 
of the beautification project? 
Dickinson says that when a 
downtown area has a vacant 
lot, often shoppers will sim- 
ply not walk to the stores be- 
yond it. So the gazebo area is 
being built in the hope that 
businesses at the end of the 
block will benefit. 

The next phase of the 
project will be the improve- 
ment of the parking area be- 
hind the gazebo spot. CSIP 
members have planned 


flower beds and a paved lot 
which will provide an at- 
tractive access from the 
parking lot to the main street 
of Grayling. 

Dickinson said that, ‘by 
and large, the CSIP has re- 
ceived good support from 
merchants.”’ As an example, 
he points out the number of 
businesses along the main 
street that have remodeled 
their storefronts to fit the 
Victorian theme. He adds 
that many people stop and 
compliment them for putting 
forth effort on the project. 
And he estimates that the 
CSIP now has more than 100 
members. 


Progress Coming 
Dickinson predicts that the 
progress to be made in Gray- 
ling in the next five to ten 
years will be astounding to 


half the people who tive here. ° 


Cost of investing in Crawford 
County is still lower than in 
surrounding areas, business 
and industry is recognizing 
that fact and development is 
beginning to occur. That new 
growth will bring new money 
into the county and the next 
decade will be a critical 
period in the development of 
the town. 


Is Dickinson concerned 
about overdevelopment? No, 
because he says that 75% of 
the county is owned by the 
state or federal govern- 
ments, so there is no way it 
will be overdeveloped. And, 
at the same time, he believes 
that Grayling must grow to 
provide its young people 
with jobs in the future so that 
they are not forced to move 
elsewhere to find work. 


Landscaping 


Besides Dickinson, the 
CSIP members who are 
active in the beautification 
project are: Kathy Ashton, 
Kathleen’s Pius Fashions 
and Spike’s Keg 0’ Nails; 
Ernie Dawson, Flowers by 
Josie and Grey Goose Gifts; 
Clyde Johnson, Half Price 
Outlet; Maureen Mc- 
Namara, Mac’s Drug Store; 
Steve Southard, Ray’s Canoe 
Livery; Judy Weaver, 
Weaver’s Gifts; and Darwin 
Wilder, Davis Jewelry. 

Dickinson approved of a 
description of the Com- 
munity Self-Improvement 
Project as a group of busi- 
ness people with a vision and 
energy. Their vision is for 
Grayling to meet its chal- 
lenge of growth during the 
next decade; they have the 
energy to help the com- 
munity to do it.
